PROGRAMS DEVELOPED BY 
ASID/IF BOOST DIALOGUE 


Four times a year, during NEOCON and other major mar- 
kets, the American Society of Interior Designers (ASID) Indus- 
try Foundation (IF) sponsors day-long educational seminars of 
special value to the design community. These activities are 
usually over-subscribed, indicating their usefulness to the de- 
sign professional. 

The IF's quarterly events represent an expanding program 
designed to strengthen working relationships between the IF's 
over 1,100 manufacturer members and ASID's own desig 
population. Each group is becoming sensitized to the specific 
needs of the other, helping smooth the road they travel to- 
gether. Like a good marriage, the relationship requires work, 
so that late deliveries, incorrect specifications, or a total lack 
of communication won't strain relations between designers 
and their manufacturer counterparts. 

It is therefore commendable that recent changes have been 
undertaken by the Industry Foundation to dramatically en- 
hance its service role. As one example of this change, mem- 
bership in the IF's steering committee has been pared down to 
manageable size—from 50 to 25. Half of the members are 
from industry, half from ASID membership. CONTRACT's 
co-publisher/editor Len Corlin serves as Editorial Advisory 
Member and a Committee Co-chairman of the organization. 

In addition, through a set of guidelines adopted recently, 
the IF is now better able to respond to local chapter activities 
through a definition of IF member-company responsibility to 
individual chapters. As a result, unrealistic expectations on 
either side are being diminished. 

We think the IF's evolution into areas that foster a produc- 
tive industry/designer relationship is worth your support.

Food for thought offered on 
lunchtime presentations 


Dear Editor: In large metropolitan areas, it 
has become common practice for design and 
architectural firms to permit interior 
specifiers to attend product presentations by 
furnishings companies only at lunch. | con- 
sider this trend to be a serious and growing 
problem in our industry as it points to a de- 
cline in the specifier's interest in obtaining 
real product knowledge 

Restricting product presentations to the 
lunch hour not only robs the designer of free 
time to enjoy food or run an errand; it pre- 
vents the presenter from having lunch at all 
In addition, | find it offensive that the product 
presentation "service" is taken so lightly in 
many cases. Conference rooms reserved 
months in advance are frequently pre 
empted at the last minute by those higher on 
the managerial ladder than the resource |i 
brarian who arranged the meeting. Many de 
signers do not even attend meetings because 
of pressing deadlines or claims of “more im- 
portant things to do." Thus, accurate atten 
dee counts are impossible to predict and 
these lunches are often wasted 

Recently, our firm arranged luncheon 
meetings months in advance with several 
prestigious architectural and design firms in a 
western city. When we arrived at one of 


these meetings, we discovered that the con- 
ference room reserved for our presentation 
was unavailable. We convened at a table in 
the open resource library located between a 
stairwell and exit door. Throughout the 
meeting, passers-by distracted both my audi- 
ence and myself. One-half of the scheduled 
attendees did not show up, while one de- 
signer arrived late, ate her lunch quickly, and 
left early. And, at a crucial point in the pre 
sentation, a partner in the firm came down 
the stairs, made a facetious remark in pass- 
ing, and walked away 
As a businessman responsible to company 
stockholders, | am aware of the value of time 
and sympathetic to the need for firms to 
make a profit. However, knowledge of prod- 
uct is essential to the decisions designers 
must make for clients. | believe that a 
specifier's ‘‘billable time” should be fat 
enough to allow for orderly, unhurried, and 
straightforward presentations which do not 
compete with food consumption. At the 
same time, salesmen must take their respon- 
sibility seriously enough to use that available 
time to maximize designer education. Only 
in doing so can we all best serve our com- 
panies, industry, and the public

Environmental controls spur productivity 
while softening new office technology 


ubtle color solutions and space planning that permits flexibility address the 

issue of worker productivity in new interiors for the Virginia Education Loan 

Authority (V.E.L.A.), Richmond. Janet Kane Interiors and Edward H. Winks 

Architecture collaborated to create a space that fosters efficient operational 
workflow and accommodates changes in office growth and expansion. A key client 
requirement was the need to incorporate computerization into the work environ- 
ment. The interior design team therefore designed workstations and surrounding 
treatments to conform to the needs of CRT users. 

Workstations designed in a 6- by 6-ft. dimension perform well in trapezoidal con- 
figurations used throughout the space. The overall cluster of trapezoids yields an 
exciting interior landscape. In addition, these workstations allow smooth transition 
for workers in day and evening shifts. 

Boosting personnel morale and enhancing the incentive of employees, is a color 
scheme based on esthetic as well as practical planning. Explains Janet Kane, firm 
principal, Janet Kane Interiors, “With simplicity in mind, we determined a color 
selection that was of a subtle chroma in soft hues of aqua, mauve, violet, and neutral 
grays. This selection was used throughout the project in upholstery, wallcoverings 
art work, and workstation fabric panels." 

Gray was employed for interior elements of workstations to reduce the problem of 
veiling reflections, eye fatigue, and glare. Consistent with this thinking, artwork 
pieces were chosen for their understatement of color and designed to humanize 
interior spaces. Project manager and fiber artist Stefan Bruce was commissioned to 
produce a piece for the corridor leading to the boardroom. The final work echoes the 
geometric rhythm of the overall project 

Loan authority offices span 20,000 sq. ft. on three floors of a new building. A com- 
bination of open and conventional walled offices was employed, with the first and 
second floors dedicated to open plan, and the third, executive level to walled offices, 
board room, and conference space. Open plan resolved a density problem caused by 
the client's need to incorporate several workstations in a small amount of space. 

Control of environmental conditions and their effect upon CRT workers was a key 
project goal. A large window area on the southeast wall led the designer and ar- 
chitect to employ heavy overhangs to regulate natural light. Horizontal blinds were 
installed to obtain additional thermal and lighting control for workers. Lighting uses 
fluorescent drop fixtures in a grid ceiling with normal lenses. 

The building shape is triangular, conforming to an irregularly shaped lot. Within 
the parameters of shape and size, work areas function with minimum waste of space. 
Comments V.E.L.A.'s executive director, Eugene Cattie, “The new image has boosted 
personnel morale by 300 percent.'

Joint venture planning eases firm’s move 


n open plan system, various lighting effects, and muted colors have been 
successfully combined to bring a new look to Westco Insurance Group

‘The idea was tor a new look for a ‘new’ company,” says Will Ching, Will Ching 
Planning & Design, who, in a joint venture with William Walther, William Walther 
Architect, redesigned the two-floor, 20,000-sq.-ft. space. “Westco was expanding 
and reorganizing and wanted a new image to reflect those changes. The firm also 


wanted to make a minimal investment in structural work as the major investment 
would come in the form of furnishings and artwork 

After conducting more than 60 interviews with Westco employees, Ching and 
Walther determined that an open plan system would best suit the firm's needs. It

the other half. Because the filing system is color coded, the 
older employees needed a brighter environment—too bright 
for the younger employees—in which to distinguish colors 
such as blue from purple. The Ching/Walther team solved the 
problem with installation of separate on-off switches for over- 
head ambient and task lighting systems and installation of task 
lighting at individual workstations. 

Color selection was based on Westco's desire for a “neutral 
scheme with some color." Executive offices primarily use 
brown, gray, teal, and rust, while open areas employ laven- 
der, wine, and teal. A subtle hierarchy for executive person- 
nel was achieved through application of color, wood, and 
furniture size as well as quantity. 

For example, teal carpeting, mahogany panelling and fur- 
niture, brown and gray sofas, and a leather high-back swivel 
chair are featured in the president's office. A dusty-teal col- 
ored partition separates work space from lounge space, and 
the partition houses a bar on its lounge side. On the work 
side, reveal lines line up to a niche featuring a mahogany 
shelf, credenza, and adjacent worksurface. 


Subtle hierarchy through color 


Gray carpeting with red and teal pin dots is used in the 
senior vice president's office, along with mahogany panelling 
and furniture. The swivel chair is the same as the president's 
chair except it is a fabric-covered version. Open areas feature 
the gray pin dot carpeting, oak furniture, teal columns, and 
lavender panels. 

Located in a second-floor corner below the president's of- 
fice is the Westco lunchroom and staff lounge. In addition to 
having “the best view,” the lunchroom is twice the size of the 
previous lunchroom. This was done “to assure the staff that 
they weren't getting shoved aside in the move," Walther says. 

Plants, white walls and cabinets, and wine-colored tables 
and chairs brighten the room, and large windows provide 
plenty of daylight. A white partition houses cabinets and sep- 
arates dining and lounge areas. 

By knocking out a stairwell, Ching and Walther increased 
Westco's useable space by about 500 to 600 sq. ft. The 
change was later incorporated by the building's owner into 
other buildings of similar design. Hump-shaped spaces left by 
the stairwell house copiers on both floors. Most traffic into the 
building is through an east-side stairwell while another stair- 
well and elevator are centrally located.

in the Miami market area meant creating an office 
interiors program that reflected the firm's national in

Answering both requirements is a prevailing Art Deco mo 
that reflects a recent trend to rejuvenate that style period in 
the Southeast region. A grid motif, heavy use of tile, and 
ebonized woods contribute to contemporary, yet sedate, of 
fice spaces 

In addition, an internal staircase connecting three floors of 
the firm, a conference room and breakout “caucus” room 
plus a private telephone booth for visitor use, are treatments 
offering functional flair to the space. The phone booth has 
become a design signature for interior planners Gwen 
Wishman Design Associates Inc., Ft. Lauderdale. For 
Wishman, a specialist in law firm interiors, this was the 30th 
project completed for a legal concern 

Materials used in the newly constructed Interterra Building 
site of the firm's offices, are employed in interiors. Finishes 
throughout include slate, granite, stainless steel, lacquer 
natural cherrywood, and ebonized oak. The renaissance of 
Art Deco in the community is announced by the use of piers 
and light boxes in elevator lobbies. Pastels employed on walls 
and in carpeting are silhouetted by ebonized doors and cus- 
tom cabinetry 

Offices comprise three floors in 35,000 sq. ft., affording 
dramatic views of Biscayne Bay. Interior glass walls and doors 
permit borrowed light to penetrate interiors in the form of re- 
flections from the water below. The conference room on the 
executive floor has a wall of bullet-proof glass which permits 
soundproofing while lending visitors views of the bay and its 
commercial traffic. Offices, conference rooms, and the library 
appear to float in the water below 

Contributing to a feeling of fluidity in the space is the 
building's butterfly shape which was softened by Wishman 


through use of curved and directional walls. One interior of-

fice area contains 15 wall planes and three curved walls. 

Spectacular views of the ocean are provided at the top of 
an internal staircase in the 14th floor lobby area. From this 
vantage point, the water views can be enjoyed through clear 
glass expanses of conference room walls. 


Internal staircase a bonus 


Staircase design grew out of the building owner's decision 
to omit one of six planned elevators. Stairs provide the con- 
venience of not having to wait for and use elevators con- 
stantly; they serve to integrate the firm's three floors into one 
office suite. 

The stairwell is fitted with the prevailing tile motif. Com- 
ments Gwen Wishman, firm principal, ‘We did have to slant 
the header to obtain correct height clearance for the stair 
codes. In addition, the concrete filling of the former elevator 
shaft had to be chiseled out for the staircase. 

“But, it was worth all the trouble because firm employees 
appreciated having the option to use stairs when time is at a 
premium.” 

The grid tile employed in this area is repeated in the main 
reception area on the 14th floor. Three sizes of Buckingham 
slate were used. A 6-, 12-, and 18-in. dimension is applied to 
the reception desk, wall, and floor, respectively. Pier light 
boxes use a 6-in. tile. Slate is sealed with silicon, permitting a 
matte gloss. 

Rose and gray pastel colorations are used to offset black 
detailing on door frames and cabinets. Carpeting custom- 
designed by Gwen Wishman employs a dusty rose 
background with gray pin dot in public areas, reversing to 
gray with rose dots in conference areas. Some furnishings, in- 
cluding the cherrywood table in the main conference room, 
employ a pink finish. Wall colors are pastel. 

On the 12th floor, a library offers study areas with views of 
Biscayne Bay, a research room, libararian's office and work 
room. Floor 11 features an employee lunch room located be- 
hind the reception area. It is decorated with an Art Deco 
mural and is fitted with full-service appliances for serving 
meals to personnel as well as visitors. 

"| chose Art Deco to blend into the Miami community and 
history," says Wishman. “The style exemplifies the strength of 
past history, Because this is a conservative firm, the treat- 
ments are subtle." Also representative of the Florida design 
style, original art by Florida artists is employed throughout, 
using realistic, abstract, and impressionistic themes. O

SKYLIGHTS POWER 
PASSIVE SOLAR SYSTEM 
AT CHICAGO FIRM 


Materials gather warmth from skylights, 
trim lighting costs & energy expenditure 


uilding-width skylights help fuel a passive solar 

system at A & R Security, Chicago. As designed by 

Janet Schirn Interiors, the facility uses heat-collecting 

finish materials and colors which absorb solar light 
and warmth brought in by skylights to promote energy 
savings 24 hours a day. 

Skylights run the width of the facility's 4,500-sq.-ft. general 
office and comprise one of two angles of a saw-tooth roof. 
Motorized thin-slat blinds monitor glare while allowing 
sunlight to illuminate and warm the area. Employees control 
artificial light in accordance with varying degrees of sunlight 
via multi-circuitry and rheostats located near workstations. 

Simultaneously, ceramic tile, insulating shutters, and 
deep-toned walls and surfaces store solar heat and release it 
throughout the firm's 24-hour workday. Nighttime lighting 
expenses are thereby balanced by heat cost savings for greater 
energy-efficiency all day long. 

Owners of seven power plants throughout the surrounding 
area, A & R management felt that its office headquarters 
should offset high energy consumption at these other 
locations. Says Schirn, principal, Janet Schirn Interiors, 
Chicago, “Use of solar power indicates that the company is 
sensitive to the problem of limited resources. This quality 
makes A & R more attractive to clients and the community.” 


Interiors dictate architect choice 


Space planners were influential in selecting an architect. 
Since interior plans were conceived before an architect was 
hired, emphasis was placed on finding an architectural 
firm— Thomas E. Carpenter, AIA, & Assoc.—which would 
follow the energy-conserving theme. 

Building levels are differentiated through means of a berm 
(solar-conserving dirt which is piled up to insulate the 
structure). Inside, a floor grid enables placement of several 
workstations in configurations which correspond to overhead 
lighting grids. This plan allows lighting to be multi-patterned 
and to vary with the sun's angle to permit adequate task 
illumination with maximum cost reduction. 

Another problem faced by designers was visual integration 
of staff functions. As many employees are field security 
officers, they are in the office only for weekly meetings and to 
collect pay. Nonetheless, management wanted them to feel 
that they are an integral part of the company, even if they are 
not on-site most of the time. 

Comments Schirn, '"Pinpointed but intense color seemed to 
offer the best solution. Walls, floors, and ceilings are neutral,

as well as rugged and maintenance-free to withstand use by 
this group of 25 to 50 men. Panel exteriors, employee seating, 
guest chair upholstery, and a painted overhead strip are 
colored taupe, orange, and burgundy to add interest and 
brighten interiors for those who work the night shift. Durable 
stacking chairs in the same colors are brought out for field 
officers and create a harmony of function for those men."

create an ambience that is homogeneous with nearby surroundings, yet familiar 
to foreign clients. However, space planning also generates a subdued working 
atmosphere that counterbalances high-paced office activities. 

Large, open plan work areas are fitted with skylights and exposed trusses in Inter- 
Pacific Corp.'s Los Angeles office facility. Employed to imitate the look of nearby 
factory interiors, this treatment correlates with glass block architecture which reflects 
the neighborhood's industrial mode. 

Planners expressed a second, complementary theme by using circular windows 
and a sculptured stairwell which evoke the mood of Japanese structures. As a result, 
offices feature the bright, quiet, and fluid environment offered by Asian design and 
desired by owners.

Security provisions influence planning 


Designed and built by Santa Monica architectural firm, Widom/Wein & Partners, 
and its interiors division, Interarc, the two-story facility incorporates a first-floor 
showroom/warehouse and second-story offices in 15,000 sq. ft. According to plan- 
ners, this layout addressed clients’ security concerns—a major influence considered 
by planners in office design. 

By displaying and storing goods at ground level, planners were able to surround 
window walls with glass block which prevents viewing of interiors from outside. This 
treatment also eased transport of merchandise from trucks and warehouses to show- 
room space. 

Because the facility serves a small number of visitors, reception areas and offices 
could be located on the second floor without disrupting business traffic. Since up-

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REFLECTIVE LIGHT SOURCES 
MUST BE CONTROLLED 
FOR VDU INSTALLATIONS 


Correct lighting in offices using video display terminals 
can eliminate eye-fatigue & reflectance problems

ight or dark worksurfaces and 
disturbing reflections on video 
display units (VDUs) are two 
of the basic lighting problems 
that must be solved in office design. 
Spaces using VDUs require lighting 
that accommodates three visual tasks: 
reading text on a screen; operating a 
keyboard; and reading from, or writing 
on, paper. Such tasks are apt to have 
backgrounds alternately light and dark 
colored, that are oriented horizontally 
and vertically, and which have shiny 
reflective surfaces—three conditions 
affecting vision factors. 
For the lighting designer, meeting 
such conditions presents a demanding 
challenge. 


Fast eye adaptations needed 


Typically, text on the VDU generally 
is presented as bright letters on a dark 
background, while the document being 
used to process data for the computer 
generally consists of black characters on 
a white background. The operator looks 
alternately at both, so that the eve is 
called upon to adapt to a wide range of 
brightness and readjust to a dark 
background within seconds. 


Eye fatigue results and details on the 
screen become harder to perceive. A 
more problematic seeing situation can 
occur when the operator is seated fac- 
ing bright windows or very bright walls, 
Overhead lights located within the 
operator's field of view can also con- 
tribute to adaptation problems. 

Other lighting interference in the of- 
fice environment can occur with re- 
flections emanating from bright surfaces 
that obscure the image on the screen. 
Windows behind the operator contri- 
bute to the reflected glare problem if 
intervention techniques are not taken. 


Must avoid sharp contrasts 


The most common source of reflec- 
tion, however, is overhead lighting that 
creates highly luminous areas, such as 
2-ft. by 4-ft. lensed troffers. Other 
sources of screen reflections are bright 
furniture, highly reflective walls, and 
operators dark 
clothing. In addition, other VDUs in the 


wearing light and 
immediate area, pictures on walls, and 
glass partitions behind the operator offer 
distracting reflections. Any sharp con- 
trast of colors, or light and dark surfaces, 
must be avoided. 

Two acceptable means to light a 
space housing VDUs are provided by 
indirect lighting for high ceilings and 
direct brightness-controlled lighting for

low ceilings in an installation. 

^ properly designed indirect system is 
the best type of lighting for the office 
environment. It eliminates visible light 
sources and provides a high-quality vis- 
ual environment. 


Indirect system best 


Well-designed optical lenses in fix- 
tures are necessary to distribute a wide 
pattern on the ceiling, precluding hot 
spots of very high luminance. A 
uniformly lighted ceiling will insure 


uniform luminances on vertical sur- 
faces, thereby eliminating disturbing 
screen reflectances. 

If the ceiling height is not sufficient 
for indirect installation, a system of 
low-brightness luminaires should be 
used. Parabolic louvers cut off the light 
source image at about 45 degrees. Be- 
yond that zone, luminance reflectance 
from the fixture is minimum. 

Parabolic luminaires exist with vary- 
ing distribution patterns and louver 
finishes. Studies have shown that only 


fixtures with specular louvers, having 
very low luminance above 50 to 60 de- 
grees from vertical, should be used for 
VDU lighting to avoid visual discomfort 
reflectances on the screen. If parabolic 
louvered fixtures are used, care should 
be taken to illuminate vertical surfaces, 
such as partitions and walls, to 
minimize contrast. 


Quality vs. quantity of light 


While a high level of visual comfort is 
necessary when working with VDUs—a 
function of the quality of light—the 
quantity of light provided is also very 
important. Conventional office tasks 
should be illuminated adequately to en- 
able quick and accurate performance. 
From 50-to-70 footcandles are op- 
timum, according to researchers. This 
level assures that light will be low 
enough to avoid reflectance, while al- 
lowing sufficient contrast on the VDU 
screen. When written text is not 
employed, 30-to-50 footcandles will 
usually suffice. 

Finishes on horizontal and vertical 
surfaces should not be extremely light 
or dark. The luminance ratio between 
task and immediate surround should not 
exceed three-to-one. Thus, if a screen 
has an average luminance of eight 
footlamberts (fL), readings of the area 
around the VDU should be within 
three-to-24 fL. 


Ceiling heights figure in 

Given a footcandle level of 50 and a 
task involving the reading of black type 
on white paper, the luminance would 
range from 25-to-45 fL on vertical and 
horizontal surfaces. Preferred luminance 
of the surrounding task area might be 20 
fL. At 50 footcandles, colors should be 


used that have a reflectance of 40 
percent— perhaps medium gray or

beige would be appropriate. 

Lighting design for offices with VDUs 
begins with consideration of ceiling 
heights. Larger spaces with suspended, 
indirect fixtures usually require at least 
8-ft., 6-in. ceilings. Smaller spaces with 
indirect or partially indirect luminaires 
that are mounted to walls or partitions 
and furniture can use ceilings as low as 
7-ft., 6-in. 

VDUs should be located so that win- 
dows are on the side walls, not in front 
or in back of the operator. If direct 
lighting fixtures are used in an installa- 
tion, they should be oriented parallel to 
the operator's line of sight. 

Brightness relationships in the entire 
office environment must be considered 
to include office furniture, partitions, 
walls, and furnishings. Diffuse finishes 
should be specified wherever possible. 


Mirror on the VDU 


In existing installations, placing a 
mirror on the VDU screen can help to 
locate a reflection problem quickly. 
Neutral-colored, opaque screens can be 
placed between the VDU and the 
source of reflection to provide a barrier 
to reflectance discovered by means of 
using the mirror. 


Window treatments can also soften 
and diffuse light. Vertical fabric blinds 
or light-diffusing drapes are effective 
solutions. Note, however, that by simply 
blocking windows and cutting off visual 
contact with the outdoors, you can 
create a gloomy atmosphere that solves 
one problem and creates another. 

А well-designed lighting installation 
should preclude the use of corrective 
devices. For example, when placed over 
the screen, filters can make adaptation 
more difficult. Hoods fitted over termi- 
nals can be used to block sources of re- 
flection, but they make it harder for the 
operator to look back and forth between 
screen and documents. Neutral-colored 
smocks can be useful in dampening the 
reflection of operators wearing bright- 
colored clothing. 

When specifying VDUs, consider dis- 
plays that have dark characters on a 
white or light background. Reflections 
on the screen are less apt to be seen and 
the light-to-dark adaptation problem 
will be lessened. Screens should have 
brightness and contrast controls, as well 
as adjustment for vertical and horizontal 
axes. Horizontal support surfaces pro- 
viding adjustability can also help elimi- 
nate reflections. O
